MORE LEGISLATION NEEDED IF GAME IS 


TO BE PRESERVED. 


Dr. Kalblus Says the Law Does Not Prevent Ihe 


Sale of Birds Brought from 


Other Slates. 


, Thursday.— Quail at «1 


dozen were temptingly displayed for 


ale in the city yesterday. They were 
cold storage birds from tbe West. 


Dr. Joseph Kalbfus, the Secretary of 
he Game Commission, said : "Under 
he gauie laws of Pennsylvania no quail, 
iheasant, deer, &;,, killed in the State 
:ould be sold, but this did not prevent 
he sale ot birds brougbt from other 
States. This gave a loop-bole because It 
s almost Impossible to prove tbat the 
ame offered for Bale was killed in tbe 
State. 


"Two years ago, Congress passed tbe 
acy bill which provides tbat game 
>rougbt into a State from another State 
s subject to Stale laws. Several arrests 
were made under this act of sellers of 


ame, 
who set up the defense that if 


game from other States conld be sold in 


ennsylvania before tbe passage of tbe 


National act, tbe Lacey bill could not 
top its sale, for tbat would be legislati- 
ng fora State, which is unconstitutional. 
?he cases have never come to trial, the 
Same Commission lawyers not being cer- 
tiiu of their ground. It is hoped next 
winter to secure additional legislation 
which will cover tbe matter. 


Many Kill For Sale. 


"It will readily be seen that if game 


:rom other States can be sold, a man 
may tcet a dozen birds from outside and 
hen buy any number of State birds to 
ell. I know dozens of men who are de- 
voting all their time to bunting, who 
lave no ostensible means of support or 
money tc buy powder and shot. These 


unters are undoubtedly selling their 


game and the people claim they are a 
>art of those they got from abroad. The 
;ame ot the State cannot be thoroughly 
protected until the sale of all game is 


i topped. 


"One thing li in our favor, and that is 
here are now only a few counties in Ma- 
viand and three Western States thatal. 
ow game to be shipped out of them. 
£ven Indian Territory, which used to 
ship birds by tbe car load, no longer al- 
ows it. 


A Defect in Ihe Law. 


"Another bit of legislation needed is a 


change of tbe law that allows non-resi- 
dent hunters to shoot game on payment 
of ten dollars license, unless they are 
owners of real estate, when no license 
s required. Tbe result is tbat a number 
of outsiders get together and buy an acre 
of wild land for a dollar, which makes 
them real estate owners. 


The law contemplated no such eva- 


sion as this. Tbe outsiders come into 
the State, violate all the laws, break 
down the farmer's fences, shoot bis 
poultry and even bis cattle, after which 
they skip over the State line and are safe 
from prosecution. 


Game is Abundant. 


"All tbe reports show tbat game was 


never more abundant than this season. 
I was out a day or two ago for rabbits, 
and coming home in the evening there 
were fully thirty gunners on tbe train, all 
of whom bad line bags of game in vari- 
ety. 


'From all over tbe: State tbe reports 


come tbat tbe farmers are learning to 
appreciate the laws for tbe protection of 
tbe game and becoming their moat en- 
thusiastic supporters. Every fall their 
farms have been tramped over by a lot 
of irresponsible people who did all sorts 
of damage, but now they can warn them 
off, and if tbe warning is not heeded, 
summarily punish them."

CHARGE WITH MRS. DENNIS' DEATH 


Twcniy-year-old Negro Arrested at the Request 


of the Coroner. 


The Coroner's jury that has been inves- 


tigating the mysterious death of Mrs. Ada 
Gilbert Dennis, formerly of Gettysburg, at 
Washington, have as yet been unable to 
'asten the charge of murder on anyone. 
Last Friday, however, Kichard Cole, 20 
years old, was arrested on suspicion. Cole 
s a negro, formerly employed by Mrs.

The arrest of Cole was made at the re- 


quest of the Coroner, who is now engaged

Witnesses testified that Cole had shown 


signs of worry since last December, and 
often said that Mrs. Dennis could cause 


trouble.

Cole, when examined, denied having

Description of the Organ. 


The organ was made by the Estey Com- 


pany, at Brattleborough, Vi., and cost 
$2000. 


Notable features of the organ are the 


tubular pneumatic action and tbe patent 
pneumatic stop action, botb of which are 
remarkable for simplicity and reliability. 
The motive power actuating the valve 
which controls the admission of the air to 
the pipe and produces the tone, is com- 
pressed air, admitted through the tube by 
a valve in direct connection with the key, 
aud carried by this tube to a little motor 
which opena tbe valve directly beneath 
each pipe. This system of action aecuree 
Eor the player uniform depth of touch, ae 
the valve aud key are in such close rela 
ciou that it ia impossible for this dip co 
vary. 


The wind chests are in conformity with 


the action, compressed air operating the 
.ndividual motion of each valve contained 
therein. By the elimination of all com- 
plicated levera and kindred devices, tbe 
nstantaneous operation ia insured aa eoou 
is the main bellows ia filled. 
Each pipe 


has ita separate wind supply, and the de- 
'ect so often found in wind chests of one 
pipe depriving another of its full quota of 
wind can under no condition exist in this 
chest. 
This givea to the organ firm and 


leoisive speech, and keeps tbe pipes in 
tune with each other, no matter what 
combination is drawn or chord is struck. 


The bellowa ia ample in siza BO that a 


alow easy stroke is sufficient even when 
the lull Orgau is played, and in its con- 
struction the valves are so arranged that a 
perfectly uniform ijreasare is maintained 
and the "gasping" so often noticed in 
other organs is avoided, 


Tbe stop action consists of an abridged 


key board placed just above tbe manual 
keys. Any white key, when depressed, 
jriugs into play the register of pipes, or 
couplers, indicated on the front of this 


ey, and pressing its alternating black key 


closes the register. 
Each white key thne 


represents an ordinary draw atop. This 
makes possible many changes in r<tgietra- 
tion heretofore unattainable, as the key 
or group of keys may be depressed with 
one stroke of the hand and as easily re- 
.eaaed.
